\ hile a fe\y c;ni read the ancient manti-

ing.

of Automatic Brakes or Safe- 


ty Catches. 


CISCISSATI, Oct. 15.-A terrible ac- 


cident happened 011 tlie Main-street in- 
cline plane at 12:15 p. m.

The car on tho west side attained 
but u slight elevation, aud in couse- 
ciueuce was but slightly Injured, stopping 
at its usual resting place at (lie base at 
tho Incline; but the other car, released 
from all its fastenings at the top of the 
hill came down tho incline with fearful 
force, and reaching the bottom divided 
into parts, the lower section grinding 
iuto dust at tho stoue bulwark, tho upper 
portion continuing its terrible journey 
across "Mulberry street iuto a grocery, 
aud teu or fifteen feet further down Maiu 
street, leaving sections of itself strung 
till along tho street.
